Quarters for N. V. A. 


New Organization Will Take 
. Possession at Once 


Building Now Being Remod- 
eled at Cost of $100,000 


New York, Sept. 10.—1In spite of the 
fact that the White Rats Actors’ Union 
of America, thru its agitating leaders, 
for several years waged a bitter fight 

_ against organized vaudeville, and par- 
ticularly against the B. F. Keith in- 
terests, Messrs. A. Paul Keith and E. 
F, Albee have made possible the sav- 
ing of some $48,000 to former mem- 
bers of the organization, who, as bond- 
holders of the ‘White Rat Realty Co., 
stood to lose their entire investment 
by threatened foreclosure. Late last 
week official announcement was forth- 
coming that after many legal! difficul- 
ties Messrs. Keith and ;Albee ‘had com- 


pleted a deal whereby they secure pos-- 


session of the former White ‘Rats-club 
house in.-West. Forty-sixth. street, 
which they will immediately turn over 
to the Nationa’! Vaudeville Artists, Inc., 
for club house purposes. 

Bonds aggregating $110,000 are out- 
standing on the. White Rat club 
house, about $63,000 worth being held 
by the Mutual Bank, and the remain- 
ing $47,000 to $48,000 by members of 
the one time powerful vaudeville or- 
ganization, which is now only a re- 
membrance, Early this year the 
White Rats defaulted the interest pay- 
ments and. for weeks the bondholders 
were in a state bordering upon frenzy, 
it being pointed out to them that un- 
der the existing conditions their bonds 
were not worth ten Cents on the dollar. 

For weeks The Billboard has known 
that Messrs. Keith and Albee have 
been negotiating ‘with Bloomberg & 
Bloomberg, the agents. representing 
the owners of the White Rat club 
house, with a view to securing posses- 
sion of it for the National Vaudeville 
Artists, but there were innumerable 
difficulties, and only two weeks ago 
the rumors were so thick that pos- 
session had been secured that an em- 
phatic denial had to be sent out. 

Finally the legal difficulties were 
surmounted the past week and now 
only a few minor details remain before 
the actual transfer will take place. In 
the meantime upwards of $100,000 is 
being expended on alterations and re- 
pairs, and within the next two weeks 
it ts anticipated the N. V, A. will vacate

PARKS EXEMPT 
FROM TAX WHEN 
CHARGING LESS 
THAN 25 CENTS 


Decision Due to Efforts of 
Frank Albert, Secy. NOSA 


Main Gates, Shows and Rides 
Are Specified in Amendment 


Free Passes Are Also Stated 
as Exempt From Taxation 


Washington, Sept. 8.—Relief from 
unjust and unfair taxation is assured 
park showmen thru the action of the 
Senate today in exempting from tax- 
ation on the war revenue bill all 
amusement parks, their main gates, 
shows and rides where the charge of 
admission is twenty-five cents or less. 
More than 500 parks and other out- 
door attractions thruout the country 
are affected in this decision. 

The amendment to the draft of the 
revenue bill to exempt the shows un- 
der twenty-five cents was offered by 
Senator Stone and was adopted with- 
out debate. It also strikes out a pro- 
vision in the bill which would levy a 
five-cent tax on each free admission 
to amusements, which would have seri- 
ously affected many of the larger 
parks which open their gates to wom- 
en and children during certain hours 
of the day. 

The action of the Senate follows 
closely its action of several weeks ago 
-im exempting from taxation all mo- 
tion picture theaters whose admission 
charge is twenty-five cents or less. The 
higher-priced theaters and any form 
of entertainment or amusement for 
which a charge of greater than twenty- 
five cents is exacted for admission un- 
doubtedly will be forced to bear the 
brunt of whatever portion of the war 
revenue it is desired to raise from the 
amusement world. 

Frank L. Albert, executive secretary 
of the National Outdoor Showmen’s 
Association, and chairman of the 
Amusement Parks of America delega- 
tion, who has been in Washington for 
some time working diligently for this 
cause, is personally responsible for the 
introduction and passing of the amend- 
ment. In his prayer in behalf of the 
salvation of the parks Mr. Albert said: 
“Some of these parks have been aiding 
Government propaganda all summer 
and are always willing to do their bit. 
Their incomes and profits will be 
taxed, but if this present tax is placed 
on their patrons their revenues will be 
chopped more than in two. It will 
ruin many. 

“The parks only ask for fair play 
and to be treated with the same con-

At Least 3,000 Saloons in Metropolis Will Go Out 
of Business, Due to Suspension of Liquor 
- Distilling — Chicago May Bar 
Entertainments 


New York, Sept. 10.—New York 
liquor dealers, and especially those 
who provide cabaret entertainment, 
are endeavoring to make the most of 
their opportunities this month, and to 
try and make up their minds whether 
or not they will be among the con- 
templated 3,000 saloon men who will 
go out of business October 1, at the 
time the current liquor licenses ex- 
pire. It is expected that between 
thirty and forty per cent of the 8,000 
saloons now doing business in Greater 
New York wili close their doors at the 
expiration of the month, and that there 
will be a great many of the Broadway 
cabarets included in this list is almost 
a certainty. 


The damage to the credit system of 
the liquor trade by the threat of the 
new Federal tax, increased State levies 
and the closing of distilleries, which 
are compelled by law to close down, 
are among the causes mainly respon- 
sible. 


The law prohibiting distilling be- 
came operative several days ago, and 
there will be no further “mashing” in 
this-country, at least for a long time 
to come. It is estimated by experts 
that the supply of liquor on hand, 
either in bond or free, aggregates 225,- 
000,000 gallons, sufficient to maintain 
the supply until 1920, altho other ex- 
perts argue the supply will be totally 
exhausted by the end of 1919. 


With the stoppage of distilling liquor 
prices have taken a sudden upward 
trend in price, and many of the saloon 
men and the smaller cabaret proprie- 
tors say they have no alternative but 
to suspend. Advices from Chicago are

The Professor says Cohan, as a dramatist, would be passe ten years 
after he is dead, while Shakespeare has measured his life in centuries, and Klaw 
isn't at all sure that the author of Romeo’s sweet words is still alive on the 
stage. He grants him life in the libraries, but he has his doubts about him still 
kicking on Broadway. He further says that’ Cohah’s Seven Keys to Baldpate 
is the best constructed play ever written. But he is magnanimous enough to 
admit that construction and context are two different things.

BAD START IN IN CHICAGO 


Due to the Policy of 7 of Taking Too Much 
for Granted 


Chicago, Sépt. 8.—Thbe inception of the new 
vaudeville season in Chicago has not been /par- 
ticularly inspiring. It seems as if ‘managers of 
circuits have arrived at the conclusion that 
vaudeville requires but little preparation. There 
is a tendency to believe that what went last 
year is good enough for the current season— 
and that if bills are slapped together a little 
more carelessly than they were in past seasons 
the public will never know the difference. 

One change of policy—from motion pictures 
to vaudeville—in a spendidly located Loop thea- 
ter found an initial audience of less than two 
bundred. When the Loop’s’ finest vatdeville 
theater reopened after housing musical comedy 
all summer, the opening was preceded by abso- 
lutely no preparations—not even a thoro house- 
cleaning. The bill was put on in a slip-shod 
manner and the feature act disappointed. 


Vaudeville is pretty well centralized, and 
there is little likelihood of minor circuits ‘‘cut- 
ting in’’ on the fields now controlled by the 
principal magnates. Yet it seems that these 
men should take sufficient pride in q field of 
theatrical realms that ‘offers such great returns 
upon initial investments to more than satisfy their 
audiences. Dissension in the actors’ ranks no 
longer exists, becahse the ulcer of trade-union- 
ism has been destroyed. Talent is obtainable and 
reasonable. There is no conceivable reason why 
vaudeville should not be better than ever,

“If they will turn out this way in hot 
weather what will they do in winter?” said 
Mr. Royal.

A promise of better things to come is found 
in the fact that the second week in the Chicago 
big-time house, which started out so badly, 
showed a decided improvement in every way 
over the regretted opening record.

SAGINAW (MICH.) THEATER 


Atel New Policy With Regard to 
Newspaper Advertising 


Saginaw, Mich., Sept. 8.—Saginaw theaters 
have adopted a new policy, one that does not 
meet with warm favor among the newspaper 
fraternity, for it eliminates passes and _ the 
theatrical column publicity. There are two 
rates for advertising in the paperse—the com- 
mercial rate of 42 cents an inch and the theat- 
tical rate of 84 cents. The latter includes the 
free publicity write-ups preceding and following 
performances; together with cuts, while the 
former only’ provides for the advertisments. 

The movement to pay only the commercial 
alvertising rate was inaugurated by the motion 
picture houses some time ago, and has just been 
adopted by the vaudeville and larger attractions. 
As a resnit the theatrical pages are carrying 
only the advertisements of productions with not 
a word of regular news publicity nor a sign of a 
cut except for those run in the ads, The Jeffers- 
Strand, vaudeville theater, has just put the plan 
into effect, while the Franklin Theater, which 
will show both the movies and legitimate at 
tractions this year, is using only the commercial 
rate, even for the larger dramatic and musical 
comedy offerings. Hence the dramatic critics 
here have nothing to do. Neither are there any 
Passes now, 

The policy has not been in effect long enough 
with the vandeville and legitimate attractions 
to know whether it will be a success or not, 
but many are predicting that it will not, and the 
public is already asking about the write-ups,

FEW STILL UNCONVERTED 


Stick to Old ideas D Despite the Public’ s 
emand 

New York, Sept. 8.—The Billboard has 
whanged away on the subject of new books Ip 
burlesque so much that almost all that could 
has already been said, and yet there are pro- 
ducers who are still maintaining that the bur 
lesque public prefers a vehicle made up of old 
bits rather than one which is new and which 
has something tangible in the way of a plot. 
The writer concedes that it isn’t what he or 
what any one man thinks of a show which de- 
termines its value, but that it is the opinion of 
the masses that counts, And yet he is 50 cer- 
tain of his ground that he invites unconverted 
producers to go into the subject further, 

Some years ago Barney Gerard brought ont o 
burlesque show with a book entitled What Does 
the Public Want? That was the beginning of 
the present uplift in burlesque, It marked the 
introduction of a new idea in burlesque, There 
was a real groundwork to the production, whie) 
permitted q logical introduction of every sort of 
diversion. It was free from old bite. It wre 
the sensation of its first season and for severa! 
seasons it has been almost duplicating *hat svc- 
cess, That shows, at any rate, that a bur- 
lesque show is not dependent for success pon 
old bits, Since that time producers have been 
gradually following Barney Gerard's lead. In 
almost every instance where they have the shows 
have won high places among the circuit attrac- 
tions. 

This year more producers than ever are trying 
out Teal books, and there is a way of deciding 
definitely whether a show with a real book 
or a show made up of old bits finds greatest 
favor with the burlesque public, Let tlie rhows 
be divided into two classes—one composed of 
those representing the new idea, the other ccm- 
posed. of those which still cling to the old 
traditions. At the end of the present season 
let the gross bu<iness done by the shows he 
compared and the writer predicts that all of 
the shows in the first class will be found in the 
top division, proving his contention that, other 
things being equal, the show with » real vehicle 
based on a fresh idea will win out over an old, 
rehashed vehicle. 

A good joke makes you laugh the first thme 
you hear it. You may laugh at it the second 
time, but after that it palls on you, So it is 
with the best of the oldtime burlesque hits. 
They made you laugh once, but you are tired of 
them, They would be well enough if the bur- 
lesque audiences of today were composed of 
people who only occasionally drop in to see a 
burlesque show, but, as a matter of fact, the 
average burlesque goer is q consistent attend- 
ant at burlesque shows and he bas seen about 
everything in that line that has been served 
up. Once again The Billboard declares that 
the new vehicle is the burlesque necessity of 
the day and that every producer hes got to 
face the issue sooner or later, and it isn't any 
too early for him to begin figuring for next 
season's production,

Saginaw, Mich., Sept. 8.—The handsome Frank- 
lin Theater, which was built several years ago 
by Saginaw capital, has just adopted the policy 
of showing both motion pictures and the larger 
one-night attractions, the first to be His Bridal 
Night, September 11, 

Designed by local architects and constructed 
by Saginaw contractors the Franklin was or- 
ginally erected as an independent vaudeville 
souse, owned and managed by Saginaw interests.

Publishers’ Song Values Will 
Be Gauged for Instrument 
Which Has Revolution- 

ized Music Sales 


The phonograph is the greatest musical factor 
of all times—and it belongs to us, 


We didn’t invent it, 
We don’t own a record-making factory. 


Yet the phonograph belongs to us—and by 
US we mean The Billboard and its family of 
readers and friends. 


To say that the phonograph has revolution- 
ized the music publishing field. sounds. like a 
mighty statement, but, as a matter of fact, its 
truth is almost self-evident, The phonograph 
performs an important double function. It 
takes songs which have earned their share of 
popularity on the regular sheet music market 
and repopularizes them in a field far more far- 
reaching and profitable. It also takes songs 
which would never experience spirited counter 
sales and popularizes them over the instrument. 


Its accounting of royalties is exact and fre- 
quently publishers and writers make far more 
out of the phonograph earnings than thru coun- 
ter sales. There are many phonograph compa- 
ties working for the publishers at the same 
time, making the record sales possibilities of a 
song that takes hold almost unlimited. Yet, 
when all is said and done, the sheet music sales 
market is really a rather limited proposition. 

Were the methods in vogue between the pho- 
nograph record manufacturers and the music 
publishers entirely above question we would 
stop this discussion with words of praise for 
the wonderful instrument and its makers, 

But they aren't, 

Knowing the ultimate reward, unscrupulous 
men heve stooped to questionable methods in 
the all-important work of getting their songs 
upon the phonograph, 

You probably know of yesterday's contempti- 
ble practice of bribing ten-cent store managers 
so that certain favored songs would see the 
light of day at sheet music counters. Inci- 
dentally it may be mentioned that few sheet- 
music salesmen now venture to shake hands 
with the girl demonstrators and leave $5 bills 
in their palms. This, too, has died with yes- 
terday, 

But, tho sheet music has eliminated graft, 
the phonograph, perhaps because its field is so 
new and undeveloped, has its fine springs of 
vitality besmeared wih petty graft. We do 
not mean to insinuate that the men behind 
the phonograph are grafters. On the contrary 
we believe they are reputable business men. 
But the temptation to ‘‘put something over’’ is 
so alluring for certain small-calibered people 
placed in positions of confidence that the en- 
deavors of the business-like directorate are 
thwarted, ‘‘I can get that song put on stich 
and such record for a price’ is a phrase which 
still rings in some publishers’ ears. 

The phonograph has not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to test all the officials who prepare it 
and its records for the market. This opens up 
the avenues for graft. 

Those of us who love popular music and are 
glad the sales counters ‘are now clean are eager 
to see that the process of record making for 
phonographs be,brought up to an equally clean 
standard, inasmuch as OUR phonograph now 
means More to us then the sales counters ever 
meant. 

The phonograph people want to know “what 
are the best songs for the phonograph. We in- 
tend to aid” them.” Making these recommenda- 
tions will constitute part of our work, 

In the long run this system of recommenda- 
tion will reduce the opportunities for graft %n 
the phonograph field. 

The phonograph—the greatest of all musical 
earriers—covers too broad a field to be monope- 
lized by. any one interest. It belongs to all of 
us and we intend to treat it as a sacred trust. 

If you are interested in songs you should be 
interested in the phonograph. What we have 
to say about the phonograph value (PV) of 
songs in our “Cold Type Review'’ cf the music 
market's current issues should interest you,

SONG LOGIC 


IDOLS OF THE HOUR. 


Isadore Yumkovitz, of New York's East Side, writes a song somewhat different from the rest 
and a publisher takes notice. Isadore, who had taken care to instruct the publisher to place the 
name of Irwin Yonkers on the title page, write’ a few more, equally clever, and the public begins 
to take notice. Wherever Irwin appears be is feted as a popular idol. He makes friends in high 
society and in the course of time gets such a swelled head, due to the round of receptions, that he 
does everything except the one thing expected of him—which is to write songs more cleverly than 
others. The ‘mingling with high society and the endeavor to associate with people on a higher 
level of education has cost nearly all the money our friend realized on his songs. His new found 
associates weary of him when his work retards and he findg himself down and out, with nothing 
retained save the revised name which he has. bestowed upon himself—and which no longer adorns 
title pages. There isn’t much moral to this, except that idols of the bour change unless they can 
prolong that hour by hard, consistent work, without ~~ for the pamperings and flatterings of 
society, which, somehow, fail to produce ideas. 


DON’T WRITE ‘HITS 


It is, perhaps, folly to give advice to song ‘writers, who seldom appreciate advice. Yet we 
suggest this: Don’t try to write hits—the endeavor may drive you crazy. Besides there is more 


strain than’ interest in the process. Just try to write good songs—the hits will take care of 
themselves, .

Imprints are very good things in all fields, particularly when the trade-marks have always 
been identified. with a full percentage of meritorious matter. But performers want material—not 
imprints—and if a firm that yoy never beard of asks you to Investigate its output lend a kindly 
ear. You may be doing more fer yourself than for the small firm.

YOUR VOICE CAME BACK TO ME; words by Harold G.*Frost, music by FE. Clinton Keithley 
(published by’ McKinley). LV—More poetic than artistic, as evidenced by lines Ijke “‘sadly my 
tears were falling’’ (tears do not fall sadly) -and *‘Your voice to me, dear, was calling (the ‘‘dear’’ 
fills a metrical beat too obviously for high-class lyric value). Yet, in the sense that a complete 
story is unfolded, growing more interesting as it progresses, the words are satisfactory. MV— 
Exceptionally high, with ‘‘coloring’’ that give the words strength that do not rest only upon the 
thought involved. EA—Concerts, recitals, chautanquas—and vaudeville situations that welcome the 
interpolation of a high-class song. GE—A song that will please discriminating singers. (C—By 
the writers of When Shadows Fall, it will probably find its way to most of the libraries which 
contained the former song.

STAGE WOMEN’S WAR RELIEF 


Gives Detailed Account of Work Ac- 
complished Since Its Organization 


New York, Sept. 8.—The Stage Women’s War 
Relief has reduced to figures the work it has 
accomplished since it was organized on April 16. 
The organization, which demands that all its 
members be connected either directly or in- 
directly with the theater, was formed soon after 
the declaration of war by Rachel Crothers. 

After the organization was perfected an aver- 
age of forty women have worked daily, many 
donating their vacation period to the work. 


During the month of August alone the relief 
has made and sent to France from its surgical 
department four cases of hospital supplies, con- 
taining 1,809 pieces, and four cases of surgical 
dressings, containing 5,634 pieces. It has also 
sent one case of plaster-paris, containing ten 
tins and twenty-four rolls. The total number of 
pieces sent from this department, which is un- 
der the supervision of Minnie Dupree, from 
April 16 to August 31, is 60,000, sent in 

six cases, 

From its clothing department, which is under 
the supervision of Elsie Randolph, have been 
sent to Noyan, France, thirty-six sets of clothing 
for girls from eight to twelve years of age. 
These sets contain 228 pieces, all of which were 
made in the workroom from August 12 to August 
31. These sets include dresses, drawers, skirts 
and chemise. This same department in addi- 
tion to these sent 583 articles of clothing, in- 
cluding surgical shirts, children’s clothing and 
baby blankets, all of which were made in 
the workroom. This one department has sent 
from August 12 to August 31 1,328 finished 
articles. The association also filed and paid for 
an emergency call for 1,000 boys’ suits and 833 
girls’ dresses, each of the boys’ suits having 
one coat and two pairs of trousers. 


The Knitting Department, under Miss Ogden, 
has sent to Europe 300 knitted articles, including 
sweaters, socks, wristlets, scarfs, helmets and 
abdominal bands. It also,sent to the Lambs’ 
Club twelve articles to be distributed by them. 
Since April 16 the Knitting Department has 
sent 422 articles. 

Realizing the great necessity of diversion for 
our men in the camps here, as well as at the 
front, magazines and books have also been sent 
to France apd to our own camps. The relief has 
also been most active in supplying entertainment 
at the various camps and in giving its services 
to raise funds. Treserved fruits, candy and com- 
fort kits have also been among its contributions.

Theodore Roosevelt, who spoke from his box 
and lauded the play at the end of the third act. 

Staging was done by Robert Milton. The 
scenery, which has received favorable comment 
in a number of reviews, was designed by Cif 
ford Pember and executed at the Robert Law 
studio. Criticisms follow:

youcre is one uncomfortable feature. of the 
early opening of the theatrical season—the man 
who feels that it is his duty to attend perform- 
ances of everything that is produced has got to 
begin his theatergoing early, too. Already some 
of the Angust ventures have fallen by the way- 
side, The Deluge is over, and Friend Martha 
never really started. And you could list a 
number more for whom success is ‘‘not in the 
air’ and for which Taps may be sounded with- 
out warning. 

And so it behooves one to restrain the impulse 
to hurry for the 5:19 and to plan a long series 
of metropolitan evenings, even tho the migra- 
tory birds have just begun to assemble in the 
tree tops to announce their intentions clamor- 
ously lest others of the tribe mistake the oc- 
casionally humid days for an Indication that 
Mother Nature was conspiring with Uncle Sam 
to make the going hard for the show business 
as long as possible this fall. 


The war has enriched our yocabulary with a 
word that will serve nicely to do justice to the 
skill, the deftness and the effectiveness of the 
Belasco method without ylelding ground in our 
opinion of its ultimate artistic worth. The 
word is camouflage. Belasco is, above all 
things, a master of camouflage. 

The inspiration of this paragraph may be 
traced to the performance of Victor Mapes’ play. 
The Lassoo, pow running at the Lyceum, a play 
that Is not Belasco-produced, but which has been 
so vigorously exploited as a successor to the 
successful Boomerang that we went to see It 
with the preconceived notion that its production 
would be recognizable as ‘‘of the Belasco school,” 
In this we were not disappointed, tho when the 
first curtain rose on the untenanted first act 
setting we were at once convinced by certain 
discordant notes in uphelstery that it would be 
difficult, indeed, to palm it off as an authentic 

“old master.”* 

The fact that Mr. Mapes’ last important work 
had made him an associate and coworker of the 
most brilliant and most experienced of American 
showmen was constantly reflected in the staging 
of his new plece. Many of the standard Belasco 
tricks were plainly blue-printed in the course 
of the performance, and the fact that the donble 
entrances and all that sort of thing served to 
impede the rather sluggish action ef the play 
rather than to grease its wheels, demonstrated 
that the master is still a stride ahead of his 
pupils. Belasco has learned to camoufage his 
eanmouflage. 

It is not in the prevince of this department 
to discuss the merits of the play as such, but 
in order to dissipate any idea to the contrary 
that our remarks may have created, we wish to 
say that we enjoyed it thoroly. We have dis- 
covered the secret of perennial enthusiasm, and 
anything we see in the theater entertains us. 
If the play fails to fascinate, the audience does, 
In this case the audience was overheated and 
listless, so that the source of our interest was 
located Im its entirety on the other side of the 
footlights, despite the fact that we are a be- 
liever in oldfashtoned methods in playwrighting, 
and the efforts to present a ‘‘slice of life’’ in 
such a manner as to avoid the “‘theatrical” al- 
weys seem to us to lose by that avoidance. We 
could not help but think of what Belasco him 
self might have done at several critical moments 
in the course of the play. That rather flat 
ending, for instance—how casy it would have 
been, after the heroine's familiarity with the 
typewriter and her ability to read the stenog- 
rapher’s pot-hooks had to be planted, to have 
hed the scenario writing husband enter with a 
new idea for the finale of the last episode of 

s serial, and oblivious of the change in stenog- 
raphers, dictate his way to the final clinch. 

The danger of dealing with material unfamiliar 
fo the general public was emphasized by the 
treatment of the moving picture and theater 
stuf? introduced in the course of the play. 
Several good lines sailed way over the heads of 
the audience, and to attain these lines the 
‘uthor bad to sacrifice the verity of his picture 
for those in the know. His handling of the 
‘vecession of moods, daring and sometimes even 
‘legal, was effective, and that, of course, is 
Justification enough, 

There is Just one more thing we wish to say 
“bout The Lassoo before wandering afield, and 
‘hat is in expression of our admiration of Shel- 
‘ey Hull's voice, Close your eyes and in certain 
moods you are listening to the late Edward 
Morgan, Volces that carry sincerity are rare 
oo today’s stage. The late Lewis Waller had a 
Yolce that even in his later years rang with 
youth, @ marvelous asset in herolc and romantic 
roles. Lee Baker aeqnired its quality when he 
svteeeeded Waller in The Garden of Allah, and 
‘ts vibrant ring served him well thereafter in 
The Daughter of Heaven and in Omar. And, of 
course, all the majesty of the theater is con- 
centrated tn the veteran organ of James O'Neil. 
Hut so seldom do we hear an actor who is able 
‘o “put something’ on his voice, that we left 


the theater with the notion that we should lke 
to write a play around Hull's. 


A genuine Relasco production came to town 
last week, but not until after this article had 
been written. It has heen shown in tryout. 
however, and the reports are that its simple 
story, built on a sure-fire formnla, is so well put 
over that it will not require the usual carefully 
rehearsed curtain speech to acquire the mo- 
mentum that spells suecess. An evidence of 
Belasco showmanship may be seen in the fact 
that the paper now on the walls and the sign- 
boards and electric lights in front of the theater 
do not star Miss Ina Claire, but the Belasco 
curtain speech as tried out in Stamford, asd, no 
doubt, elsewhere, states that he is proud of his 
“little gur-ri,"’ and you can bet your Sottom 
dollar she is alrendy entered as an asset of con- 
siderable proportions on the Belas¢o bank state- 
ment, 

No recent feat of showmanship, however, can 
compare with the Rooseveltian aid secured for 


Witching Tour, perhaps the most notable achieve- 
ment of an American dramatist. 


The engagement of Miss Elizabeth Risdon for 
the support of Faversham in his new Shavian 
venture brings to mind another service that the 
motion picture is giving the parent art. This 
is in the internationalization of reputations. 
Miss Risdon comes, not as a stranger, tho we 
do not recall any appearance of hers on the 
\merican stage. But she has had marked suc- 
cess in pictures of English manufacture that 
‘ave been exhibited here. 

In the same way many of our native artists 
who have done work before the camera would 
find a ready-made reputation and a following 
were they to make their bow in London. Many 
American names are household words over there, 
and not a few of them are those of actors of the 
legitémate stage.

While they were trying to win favor 
with the public Congress and the White 
House, the greatest seat of weather- 
vane policies in all the world, were de- 
ciding by a vote of 365 to 5 that booze 
is an enemy to this nation and that 
boozers are unfit to care for them- 
selves and are more or less public 
wards. 

While the House was voting by this 
overwhelming majority to make Amer-

the I. L. A. Convention To Solve 


Democracy and Humanity—Efficiency and Service— 
Are To Be the Convention’s Rallying Cry 


The International Lyceum Association has a 
wonderfc] opportunity to set the great Lyceum 
and Chautauqua Movement before the world as 
a great world factor.and as a humanitarian 
movement that has been built out of the aspira. 
tions for the better day that is to come. Its 
labor has been a labor of love. Its builders 
have been the slaves of their own ideals. Its 
chart has been made from year to year and its 
workers have builded better than they knew. 
The Chautauqua and the Lyceum offer a new 
reason for our modern poets to say with 
Shakespeare, *‘There is a Divinity that shapes 
our end, rough bew them as we will.” 

We have spent bours of our conventions’ time 
talking about how to improve our product; how 
to get on the stage or platform; hew to stay 
there, and the graceful way of getting off. 
We have long been detained by men and wom- 
en who constantly hold the mirror up to Na- 
ture’s masterpiece themselves, Uncle Sam 
puts soldiers thru montbs of preliminary prac- 
tice to fit them for war. Then when the battle 
comes it is their duty to fight, not to train. 
The chautanqua is not the training camp; it is 
the battlefield, Selfish acts and reasons are no 
longer a bonafide cause for anything that we 
mey do in this hour of the world’s history, 
when no man sbould live unto himself. Even 
the very bread we eat bas a determining in- 
fluence on the happiness and often on the very 
life of our own neighbors. We hold the destiny 
of our fellowmen across the seas even in fol- 
lowing our commonest customs, 

As the advertising pages of the ladies’ maga- 
zines reflect the styles of the season, so the 


pages of the journalism catering to the cbau- | 


tauqua and lyceum reflect the status of this 
movement as nothing else does; not in the oc- 
ecasional, but in the general advertising. A 
real historian or student of world events and 
sociologic conditions could write a true history 
from the facts set forth in the advertising 
Its pages of a year 
ago, of ten years ago, are true pictures of con- 
ditions as they were then. 

Gambling devices were advertised in show 
papers because at that time it was so respecta- 
ble that even the churches raised much cf 
their revenues by games of chance, The big 
circuses quit the gambling game before the big 
churches put the ban on the paddle wheel—and 
for the same reason, 

The lyceum magazines show a great prepon- 
derance of advertising devoted to schools and

coaches, to ways of preparing men and women 
for platform effort. And let us say that often 
this is no more tban a way of loading debts 
upon these aspiring artists, some of them chil- 
cren still in that eredulous period of life when 
the fool’s gold of false hope looks like the real 
twenty-four-karat stuff of which achievement is 
made. 

We get what we put into a thing. We are 
what we nourish ourselves up on, To the las- 
civiousminded all things are of that tinge; 
to those who would have pure thoughts they 
must have pure mental food. So if we would 
co big things we must think big thoughts, We 
must show big ideals, We must’ have big 
things to do. To little minds little things are 
of great importance The difference between 
the color of the shirt one wears is of supreme 
importance to those whose lifework is devoted 
to selecting shades of color, My God! Can't 
we ever learn that the shirt is not the meas- 


reaching that we have reprinted it in its en- 
tirety and urge every member of this organiza- 
tion not only to read it in full, but to write 
The New York Tribune and thank that grand 
old organ, founded by Horace Greeley, for this 
recognition, Here is one sentence that we 
ought to read, then reread: 

“The National Security League as far back 
as January last shrewdly appraised the value 
of this social instrument for molding public 
opinion and getting into the mind of America 
the fundamental principles for which the war 
ought to be fought.”’ 

Let us not question, but take it for granted 
that there has been no repetition of the meth- 
ods of the Carnegie Foundation Peace stunt.

We should all have a part and he a 
part in determining what work we shall do, as 
well as doing what we are teld to co, In 
short, let even good Old Uncle Sam know there 
igs an International Lyceum Association. That 
js the first great thing, it seems to us, that 
should be done, The second thing we should 
Co is admirably set forth by Karl 8S. Betts, 
the publicity promoter of tbe Redpath-Horner 
Chautauquas: “Community welfare first and 
profit second.”’ 

That should not only be the managers’ maxim, 
but the maxim of the I, L. A. It is a Guty 
that confronts our movement, We agree with 
Mr. Betts that the one great thing we must do 
asx an organization is to belp raise the stand.

LECTURER MARRIES MILLIONS 


Hon. Francis Neilson, chautanqua lecturer and 
former member of the British Parliament, 
sprung a surprise on the world when he closed 
his chautanqua lecture season, came to Chicago 
and married the widow of the late pork packer, 
Edward Morris. Mrs. Neilson was the daughter 
of the late Gustavus Swift, also noted for pork 
packing. 

Mr. Neilson has devoted his life to the 
sociological welfare of the race. He was one 
of the founders of the Brotherhood movement. 
He has been a noted advocate of the Single Tax 
theory as promulgated by the late Henry George. 
Mr. Neilson has come up from the ranks and 
fLnows something of the hardships of life. 

The Coit-Alber chautauqua patrons were told 
all about him in millions of chautauqua booklets 
that were scattered over the territory covered 
by that circuit. The following information was 
gathered from that source: 

Mr, Neilson is a member of the League for 
Democratic Control: president English League of 
Taxation of Land Values for three years, one of 
the founders of the Brotherhood Movement, a 
successful actor and manager, a playwright and 
author of distinction and popularity, editor of 
The Democratic. Monthly. 

He is the author of ‘“Princ> Ananias,"’ 
‘“‘Madame Bohemia,"’ *‘Manabozo,”’ ‘‘The Cruci- 
ble,’ “The Bath Road,"’ “A Butterfly on the 
Wheel," “How Diplomats Make War,” “A 
Strong Man's House."’ 

His single lectures are ‘The Future of 
Europe,"’ ‘Secret Diplomacy and Sudden War,"’ 
“Towards Democracy.’ “‘Internationalism and 
World Peace.”’ “The Woman's Movement in 
Britain,"’ ‘‘National Armaments and Interna- 
tional Hatreds,"’ *‘The World of Grind and the 
World of Art,”’ “‘A Man-Made World and a 
God-Made World,"" ‘The Battles of the English 
People for the Right To Live,” “Jesus and 
Poverty: An Interpretation of the Sermon on 
the Mount."’ 

Mr. Neilson has also spoken on many other 
subjects, including lectures on Literature and 
Art, Music and the Drama, Democracy and So- 
cialism, Tolstoi, Ibsen, Whitman, Politicians 1 
Have Known: Asquith, Lloyd George, Chureb- 
ill, Balfour, Grey; Singers, Conductors and Com- 
posers I Have Known, etc. 

He was born in England in 1857. 

Came to America in 1885 and spent twelve 
years here, in the early part of which he en- 
dured real hardships. 

Was a dramatist at twenty-four. Wrote the 
libretto of Prince Ananias, the Victor Herbert 
opera, at twenty-five, 

Became associated with Charles Frohman, Was 
with William Gillette in Secret Service. 

Was stage director for Charles Frohman at 
Duke of York's Theater, London, producing 
many plays for him. During these busy days he 
wrote novels, lectured on economics and art, and 
became prominently identified with a group of 
men who have since become famous in journal- 
ism, music, Hternture and polities. 

In 1900 reorganized the Royal Opera in Lon- 
con, at the request of Queen Alexandra and 
lady de Grey. 

After four seasons at the opera he selected a 
constituency and begun his extraordinary pollt- 
ical carecr, Soon he became the greatest plat- 
form speaker in England, and today there is no 
man, not even Lioyd George, who is so well 
Lnown to the musses of people in England, 
Scotland and Wales as Francis Nellson,

From the Jersey coast across the Alleghanies 
over the rolling prairies and into the far North- 
west is flung the line of chautaugua tents, 
moving northward like an army with banners, 

Not in the military cantonments alone are 
there evidences of tribal preparation for war, 
but in these 1,500 red-trimmed khaki tents of 
the numerous chautauqua circuits where the 
people are being emotionally prepared. 

The full significance of this nationwide in- 
strument for social organization is felt only 
after one has actually received the thrill of 
the tented assemblies where the countryside 1s 
being made articulate which before was dumb, 
after.one has shared the indulgence of the New 
York .villager in these rural encampings of 
community emotion, after one has wondered 
with the Kentucky mountaineer at these new 
things, after one has heard the challenged chau- 
taugua orator earn his triumph before a Michi- 
gan crossroads audience and after one has 
caught the contagion of a Mississippi hamlet 
aroused, 

The nation is fortunate in having ready to 
hand this surprising chautauqua movement, 
which, originating in Tllinois some fifteen years 
ago as an independent offshoot from the sta- 
tionary Chautauqua Assembly at the lake of the 
name in New York State, has within the past 
four years swept over the entire country. 

, One trembles after a trip over the chautauqua 
routes to think of such qa machine in the hands 
of an enemy, 

England spent $25,000,000 during the first 
two years of her war teaching, entreating and 
enthusing the public and promoting the ‘‘will 
to war.’’ But here is an institution, controlled 
by no one, springing from the communities 
themselves in twenty rival organizations, sup- 
ported by the people and believed in br *he 
people, which has turned itself wholesouledly 
into a mobilization agency for the national 
policies, 

The pacifism of yesterday was made vocal in 
the chautaugqua tents and the Bryans, Champ 
Clarks and La Follettes drew from these 
sources their mysterious power. But today this 
citadel has been captured by the National Se- 
curity League and by Secretary of War Baker, 
whose formulas for war receive the benediction 
of 20,000,000 American people in the khaki 
tents of the chautauqua circuits. 

CHAUTAUQUAS MAKE PUBLIC OPINION 

As with Bryan so with the more militant 
Taft and Hobson, it is not what formulas they 
bring to the rural Americans, but what reser- 
voirs they can tap that is important. A genu- 
ine public opinion was the manifestation two 
years ago, and no less genuine is the evolved 
»chautaugua route opinion of the war year. 


me The suggestions of the War Department that 


patriotic campaign be launched upon the 
5,000 chautauqua audiences have been acted 
upon with a will by most of the organized 
bureaus, the Redpath Circuit of New York and 
New England; the Swarthmore, of Pennsylva- 
nia and (Kentucky; the Coit-Alber, of Ohio and 
Michigan; the Redpath-Harrison, of Obio and 
Indiana; the Lincoln Chautauqua Circuits, of 
Iiinois and Wisconsin, and the ‘Keith-Vawter 
Circuits, of Iowa and Kansas, 

The Chautauqua Idea (not to be confused 
with the stationary camp at Chautauqua Lake, 
N. Y., in the grapejuice belt, the old Metho- 
dist, handkerchief-waving, temperance, educa- 

tional enterprise of the excellent Bishop Vin- 
cent) is a nonpartisan,- nonsectarian, propa- 
gandaless institution, an open forum, a recrea- 
tional center, a concert hall, an educational bu. 
reau and a lecture platform, carrying the high- 
est type of culture from rural hamlet to rural 
bamlet. 

The chautaugua affords human contacts for 
the detached communities, and farmers and Vil- 
lagers flock to these tents to unburden their 
_ souls of their solitude and to indulge in a bath 
of emotions. The khaki tents become a great 
moving market for social feelings, People who 
are left cold by the printed page are warmed 
by the thrill of oratory and the neighborly 
contacts, 

Mountaineer hamlets that never in their his- 
tories felt the touch of civilization greet the 
chautauqua tents with wondering eyes and drink 
in athirst these inspirations for social better- 
ment. From personal contact with the staff of 
men and women workers attached to the chau- 
tauqua tents the remote communities catch a 
spirit of nationalism to which their hearts had 
been silent. 


LECTURERS’ OOMING LIKE A VISITATION 


To these detached rural people, unaccustomed 
to the social interdependence and sympathies 
which dwellers in close quarters must possess 
lest they trample each other down in tene- 
ments, accustomed rather to silence and to soul. 
starvings, the coming of the itinerant chautau- 
qua tent is like a visitation. 

Picture, then, the continental line of tents, 
veritable cantonments for the training of opin- 
ion, ministering to these 20,000,000 American 
people who live on farms and in remote vil- 
lages. Picture the trained army of 25,000 lec- 
turers, demonstrators, melodists, recreational 
experts and managers who keep this vital in- 
stitotion moving, Picture the eager country 
folk, hungry for real community life, them- 
selves the raw material for national sentiment 
and national opinion and national force,

It takes rank with 
the women's clubs movement, the union labor 
movement and other social evolutions of broad 
significance, the unrecognized fruit of which is 
aw reaped during the generation that fol- 
ows, 

Such is the institution of the itinerant Chau- 
tauqua, and such is the agency which Washb- 
ington has discovered for mobilizing public opin- 
ion back of the soldier, the better to hurl both 
at the Kaiser. 

Next year this nationwide agency may fall to 
other uses, but this year it is oriented toward

There is very little of 
the ‘“‘yodel,’’ very little of the vaudeville ‘Silly 
Sisters,’’ very little of the Barnum left in this 
final grouping of oratory, dramatics and recrea- 


Wherever the Chautauqua pennants flew that 
hamlet became for the week the dynamic center 
of American feeling. One day it was Ovid, next 
day it was Naples, and again it was Clifton 
Springs, N. Y. The countryside poured out with 
automobiles and buggies and on foot. Naples, 
with 600 population, yielded an audience of 1,200 
each night of the Chautauqua week, even when 
the farmer's fields were great with the harvest, 
when the beard was on the barley and the gold 
was on the wheat, 

At Ovid, N. Y., which to all intents and pur- 
Poses is the United States, were encountered 
the American people. There was the sophisti- 
cated hotel man, who complained that the farms 
were being stripped of their sons. 

“The farmers’ sons will have to go,”’ he said, 
gloomily, gazing at his choicest possession on the 
wall, an advertisement for a_ transatlantic 
steamship that is now on the bottom of the 
sea. ‘The farmers’ sons are the only ones who 
are physically fit.’’ 

And. there was the village pessimist, who 
averred that “this country wouldn’t have gone 
into the war had it known what a big chunk of 
trouble it was biting off.’ And there was the 
village optimist, who said every one was in 
the war with a will, that ‘‘Ovid had sent the 
first man and was ready to send the last.”’ 
And there was the stout sentiment of the 
women in the little stores and the reticent 
opinion of the farmer in his automobile, all 
orthodox, all knowing very well what Wasbing- 
ing was doing, all phlegmatic and detached 
and acting from a slow sense of duty. 

Until the Chautauqua orators came to town, 
and then sentiment flared up. It had something 
to flare up on; it had a fagot to consume. 

MOTHER THE POWER BEHIND SOLDIER 

At Naples Orator Chapple had _ shrewdly 
guessed that the mother was the power bebind 
the soldier. He found a way of liberating emo- 
tion in the big tent. He did not require to be 
too coherent. He found that he could make 
Naples unsafe for autocracy by mobilizing the 
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Fort Benjamin Harrison, where 20,000 soldier

pennants flutter, the enlisted boys parade and 
the women’s hearts throb as the big Chautauqua 
tents move on in groups of six from county to 
county. In New York they ure now operating 
at Penn Yan and at Tupper Lake, and from 
twenty New England camps the gonfalons of 
American democracy fly fresh defiance at Ger- 
many. 

No one has half a chance to know just what 
the American people are thinking of, just what 
they vibrate to and if dully, unless one has sung 
with them in the tents, and listened with 
them, and looked into tbeir eyes and, crying 
“Hail, fellow,’ to their reticent hearts, asked 
them if all goes well, and chilled with them and 
thrilled with them here in passionate quest with 
them for the thing they seek. 


NATIONAL DBFENSE APPEALS TO PEOPLE 

In the Geneva Lake district the group of 
Chautauquas discovered the war attitude of the 
people only by a direct appeal to their senti- 
ments. Pomp and circumstance left them cold, 
even as the printed page leaves them. But 
when the administration orator, Joe Mitchell 
Chapple, of Boston, linked up the national de- 
fense with sentiments of ‘“‘heaven, home and 


‘mother’’ the sturdy farmers gulped with emo- 


tion and felt their instinct for social group de- 
fense tingle in their veins. 

Mental pictures of dying soldiers, weeping 
Presidents, yearning mothers and proud fathers 
and of glorious national destinies gave these 
rural audiences thrill after thrill. The great 
American heart was seen to be as sentimental 
as a woman's. Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, the 
distinguished Chicago preacher, carried them to 
loftier heights with his visions of a great na- 
tion, strong in morality and in democratic pur- 
pose and yet unselfish in its missionary spirit 
to do and die abroad for humanity. And they 
heard him gladly. 


Oratory still is the great avenue to the Amer- 
ican emotions. Emerson and Lowell were mas- 
ter players on this American instrument. Lin- 
coln was a stump orator. The Civil War flame 


was bit by Garrison and Phillips. And on the 


soul-gropings of the mothers, 
the deeds of Spartan mothers. 

“This war cannot be fought, our safety can- 
not be insured, the Prussian conqueror cannot 
be prevented from overrunning the wheat fields 
of Naples until the mothers are ready for their 
boys to go. Ob, mothers! Your country is 
ealling, calling,’’ the orator was saying. And 
the mothers of the young men of Naples rose 
with a shout to The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public, whose militant strains were written by 
an American woman. 

It is nof stupidity, nor ignorance, nor an- 
tipathy that the chautauqua encounters, but 
hunger for social feelings. While their dusty 
automobiles, that carried unselfish loads of 
neighbors and children, nap drowsily at the 
fence, the country folk fill the tent with tense 
interest. War apathy gives way to war en- 
thusiasm, just as social apathy gives way to so- 
cial enthusiasm. These long silent farmers and 
villagers are indeed grateful for the bath of 
war emotions which the oratory affords them. 

At Chautauqua Take, N. Y., the populous 
camp of tbe original institution serves as well 
as Ovid or Naples, if no better, to reveal public 
opinion at work in social groups and to feel 
the wisdom of the Government in utilizing this 
agency. At Chautanqua Lake is a_ veritable 
cantonment, where 10,000 persons, mostly wom- 
en, are assembled, their ideas mobilized for war, 

Here war and education, war and _ religion, 
war and recreation were blended. From this 
center a great moral drive was made upon pub- 
lic sentiment and speakers were trained and 
sent out to remote parts under the auspices of 
the War Department, even the recreational work 
of the army camps being in charge. in large 
part, of Artbur E. Bestor, president of the sta- 
tionary chantanqua institution. 

The National Security Leagne as far back as 
January last shrewdly appraised the value of 
this social instrnment for molding opinion and 
“getting into the mind of America the funda- 
mental principles for which the war ought to be 
fougbt.”’ 

Supplanting the ‘Prince of Peace’’ talks of 
the pactfists who gripped the West are the mill- 
tant enthusiasms of Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart, 
of. Harvard, dnd Dr. Shailer Matthews, of Chi- 


And he recited 


cago, who, with Dr. Bestor, hold chairmanships 
in this new propaganda. Observe how frankly 
stated in the Chautauqua Lake literature is the 
motive: 

“It becomes tremendously important that the 
millions of people should understand precisely 
for what ideals the war is being pursued. The 
speakers must emphasize the cause of our par 
ticipation. Chautauqua asserts its capacity for 
national leadership and it assumes a definite 
function in relation to the whole intellectual 
mobilization of the country.’’ 


AUDIENCES ROCK WITH APPROVAL 


War week at Chautauqua Lake was a veritable 
““war dance,’’ the preparatory tribal whettings. 
Never was the extraordinary gregariousness of 
the human species better advertised than in that 
$1,500,000 grove where 10,000 people rose to the 
war idea like a Western front. Large audi 
ences in the assembly ball rocked with approval 
at the touch of the orators, Dr. J. W. Slaughter 
and Professors R. H. Fyfe and Earl Barnes. 
The bands played, the women knitted and the 
Red Cross Committee made carnival in the 
square, 

But there was insurgency, too, at Chautau 
qua Lake. Dr. Slaughter, while accepting the 
American participation in the war, declared 
boldly for a restatement of American war aims, 
lauded the Kerensky principles and called for 
open-faced diplomacy and a participation of, the 
American voters in the treaty of peace. The 
feminine audience cheered him vigorously. And 
Miss Helen Varick, of Boston, proved the Middle 
West to have a feeling, too, for industrialism 
as well as for militancy. For when she pas 
sionately declared Americans to be ruthless .of 
human life in industry and demanded that the 
nation care for the worker as well as for the 
fighter the purely war orator had ¢anse to be 
Jealous of the applause she got. 

Northern Ohio and Michigan did not lend 
themselves as pliantly to the war formulas of 
the chautauqua orators. At Perrysburg, O., rich 
in the lore of Commodore Perry's exploits 
against the British, there was an apathy that 
could be felt with the hands. 


Remote from Berlin and secure from the ray 
ages of the submarine Perrysburg, 0., lounged 
in the evening content of a full harvest day. 
“This isn’t our war anyway,’’ said the man on 
the village street corner. ‘“‘Aw, Uncle Sam ean 
lick that bunch e-a-s-y,’’ drawled the idler in 
the barber shop. Perrysburg is not hurrying to 
the ramparts. 

The explanations of the Coit-Alber managers 
of this extensive Ohio and Michigan cirenit te 
veal the detachment of this district. T. V 
Hendricks said: 

“We have given the program a patriotic tone, 
according to the suggestions from the War De® 
partment. But it is not our business to tell the 
people what they want. We give them what 
they want, and sometimes what they want is 
not what the Administration at Washington 
wishes them to bave."’ 


In the Perrysburg tent Col. W. H. Miller, of 
Spokane, Wash., was able to enthuse the andi 
ence to a patriotic pitch rather with appeals 
for communkty spirit, for better roads, for bet 
ter schools and for the larger thiugs of our in 
ternal national life. The war in the Eastern 
Hemisphere left them cold. New England anv 
Old England are remote influences. 


At Rochester, Mich., there was uncovered , 
finer spirit, tho this was the State that mag 
pacifists famous. Ground shifts slowly from 
peace to war, tho the example of Henry Ford 
in rushing to the common defense has proved 
efficacious. Hon. Francis Neilson, former mem 
ber of the British House of Commons, was the 
antimilitarist orator of the chautanuqua circuit 
in Michigan. Tho careful to accept the Ameri- 
can entry into the war he did not fall of bis 
applause when he scored ‘‘secret diplomacy as 
the mother of the war’’ and pictured an inter- 
national ideal. 


ATTACKS ON nae AROUSE NO 
ILI 


What is regarded with suspicion In the East, 
and as morbid and treasonable, is In Northero 
Obio and in Michigan more or less normal. The 
chautauquas were careful to capitalize what en 
thusiasms there were witbout straining the 
point, just as at Manitowoc, Wis., LaFollette’s 
straw vote pacifist German town, where patriotic 
feelings were aroused by pictures of American 
championship of democracy, direct attacks upon 
the German people earned the orators no thrills. 


But in Chicago one found quite a new center 
of national thought. Here the chautauqua idea 
flourishes. Tents, four in number, have invaded 
the suburbs of the metropolis. At the big chan 
tauqua meet at Fort Sheridan 12,000 people were 
in attendance and the occasion was made 4 
great military rally, with enthusiasm in plenty. 

Chicago, the home of Mayor William Hale 
Thompson, of dublous fame, has the war spirit 
strong. ‘“‘A parade every hour,"’ one man called 
it. nut in the assemblies one discovers the 
strident note to be not pro-ally as much as pro 
American in a selective, almost exclusive way. 
The Chicago Tribune has only preached military 
preparedness, military aggression and military 
glory to its Ilinols constituency, not on behalf 
of any stricken Allies, but for the aggrandize 
ment of the United States. 


Richmond Pearson Hobson, hero of the Merri 
mac, whom One encountered on the chautanqua 
cirenit at Erie, Ill., hard by the Mississippi. has 
caught this imperial idea and whips his andi 
ences into a great fervor of patriotism bv de 
claring for the “‘greatest fleet In the world,’” 8° 
that we may wrest the supremacy of the seas 
from England, so that we mav defy Germany, 
and so that we may “‘prepare for the Inevitable 
eonflict with the Jap."" 

There is pacifism and pacifism, and patriotism 
and patriotism, and militarism aed militarism, 
evidently. And one could not snecessfully in- 
dict the Mississippi andiences for lack of Amer- 
ieanism on feeling it thrill to the Hobson-‘*Trib- 
une’? war twist. 

It is in {ts ministry to the not overfed na- 
tional spirit in Southern Indiana and in Ken- 
tucky that the chautanqua idea is at its best. 
It constitutes practically the only rallying point 
The drafted boys have been lined up in the red- 
trimmed circuit tent. where with pageantry and 
songs of school children the boys are given tear- 
ful yet rousing ‘‘sendoffs."’ 

Without the chautauqua these remote hamlets 
would be lacking a stimulus. The countryside 
discovers at once its community soul and its 
national spirit. It begins to feel at one with 
the whole world of democracy. In the Hoosier 
towns, where all the schoolboys in hickory 
breeches say ‘‘Howdy!" to the stranger, the 
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-hbautauqua brings perhaps the first impulse to 

John Hay or to an Abraham Lincoln. 

A hamlet like Crothersville, Ind,, is no great 
mart of soldiery, and yet it contributes its quota 
ond more. It earlier lacked the bands and the 
droms and the flags, and yet the chautauqua 
yotor, Judge George D. Alden, of Boston, was 

le to elicit a full measure of applause for his 
ppeal to the group instinct for defense. 

Crothersville, without a village square and 
with five village pumps, has its social wrestlings. 
Fine touches of sentiments were elicited, tear 
droppings and hand clappings for Uncle Sam ac 
war. and also spiritual tremblings with the 
demon of treason. Said the village druggist: 

That German-American who works for Henry 
Smith has been blowing about the Kaiser again. 
ive told him that there’s to be no more of it 
or we'll bave him locked up for the duration of 
the war-—and longer, if it don’t last long enough. 

“This here war bas hit Crothersville hard, and 
our sons are going off the farms and from the 
village, but we'll do our duty like men, We 
aven't as many parades as they have in Chicago, 
but when it is all counted you'll find that we've 
done our part.” 


PUBLIC OPINION LARGELY FEMININE 


Public opinion, however, in rural Indiana and 
Obio is largely feminine. The women are the 
eubgoers, the lecturegoers, the chautauqua- 
goers. And the best speakers on the chautaqua 
‘trcults prove to be the unadvertised women 
whose passion for the practical and whose hatred 
for platitudes give them peculiar effectiveness. 

Prohibition, pacifism, peace, child welfare 
and practical economics are the things nearest 
te the community heart, and here the feminine 
<ide of Middle West politics takes its source— 
Kernism, Marshallism and Bryanism. The col- 
lective intelligence of the Middle West is tinged 
with feminism because of this monopoly in 
vulture by the women. 

The Administration at Washington has dis 
overed the chautauqua idea. Presently it will 
liscover this feminine public opinion and the 
ganized minds of these effective women speak- 
rs and organizers of the Middle West, like Miss 
Helen B. Paulsen, who caught the women of 
‘rothersville up to her heart with her talks on 
‘The Development of a Community Conscious- 
vess."" Rousing the Middle West to war prac- 
tieally means rousing the women to the sacri- 
fice, 

The orthodox, if phlegmatic, attitude of rural 
New York on war, the finer spiritual rousings 
f the Chautauqua Lake assemblies, the apathy 
if Perrysburg, in Northern Ohio; the reluctant 
sniftings of Rochester, Mich.; the frank aggres- 
liveness, Ret to say selfishness, of the Illinois 
war spirit, and the simpler response of Southern 
Indiana te the patriotic oratory are all reactions 
from a quiet, staid appeal, 

The orators are careful not to offend. They 

feel that they are talking to people who ‘voted 
for Wilson because he kept us out of war." 
they talk in abstractions and half apologetically 
‘s to people who have German-American neigh- 
ors, and to people who, like the colored man, 
who protested: “The Kaiser ain't done noffin to 
ne. 
Not so Lincoln McConnell, the war orator of 
he Lincoln Chautauqua Circuit, to be encountered

leveland, 0. He introduces a new note that 
oonds more like a war whoop than anything 
mitted in this country. And instead of offending

The association voted 
to buy the lumber which had heretofore been 
rented from the Chamber of Commerce for ap- 
proximately $500 cash, applying the rental of 
$150 toward owning the material for floorings. 

The sale of tickets totaled $1,589.77, with 
gate receipts of $389.90. 

One amendment to the axssociation’s charter 
was made, The name of the “Piqua Chautauqua 
Association’’ was changed to the Piqua Com- 
munity Chautauqua Association, 

Election of officers resulted in the re-elec- 
tion of John F. Nielson, president; Mrs. Louise 
F. Hedges, secretary; Fred Blacke, treasurer, 
E. A. Todd was made vice-president and Mrs. 
W. P. Walker, assistant secretary.

“This Redpath System requires a $1,500 
guarantee of each town and they must make a 
good deal more than that before there is any 
profit in it. Most of our towns are doing well 
in spite of war conditions, for the people real- 
ize that the recreational and educational in- 
fluence of chautauqua is needed now more than 
ever.

TROUPING WITH A CHAUTAUQUA 
LECTURER 


The following splendid account of life on the 
road as it is lived by a chautauqua lecturer and 
pictured by him for the Old Felks at Home, 
was copied from The Waverly (la.) Journal 
and will be well worth reading by anyone in- 
terested in this great® movement: 


“The Journal and its news of home people 
and happenings have been so welcome to me 
this summer that I'm going to return the favor 
and tell you just a Jittle about a chautauqua 
vecturer’s experiences. 1 am a thousand miles 
from home this summer and in many different 
kinds of towns and cities, some large, some 
small, some with saloons, some with none (like 
Waverly), some full of boosters, some factory 
gowns, some agricultural towns, One town I 
was in was even too small to be incorporated, 
but it is In the heart of the great cherry, berry 
and apple section, where farms are small and 
land is worth about $600 an acre and the peo- 
ple have rather, plenty of money. 

“On our Redpath Cireuit in New York and 
New England there are sixty-one towns, and 
they cover all kinds of country from the wheat 
belt of Western New York to the Adirondacks 
and Catskills of Eastern New York and the 
White Mountains of New Hampshire. I never 
saw pastures that came as near running steaight 
up and down, but they are covered with Hol- 
stein and Jersey cattle that make milk, Butter 
and cheese for the big New York markets, All 
farming bere is done on a more intensive basis 
than in IMivois; 100 acres is a big farm.

AIDING FOREIGNBORN MOTHERS 


New York City has caught the fever right 
where she lives. A chanutauqua has just been 
held for the benefit of the foreignborn mothers 
of the East Side, providing a week of popular 
instruction and recreation in the open air, It 
was given on the roof garden of the Washing- 
ton Irving High School by the Gramercy Neigh- 
borhood Association In co-operation with the 
New York Child Welfare Committee and the 
Bureau of Child Hygiene of the Department of 
Health.

OTTUMWA’S NEW ORDINANCE 


A new ordinance governing shows in Ottumwa, 
Ia., was passed September 4. It provides that 
circuses, menageries and Wild West shows re- 
quiring twenty-five cars or less shall pay a 
license fee of $25 for each day's exhibition; 
more than twenty-five and not over fifty cars, 
$50, more than fifty cars, $75. Shows charging 
not more than 10 cents for general admission 
and not more than 15 cents for reserved seats 
are required to pay $25 for each day's exhibition. 
No games of chance, gambling, raffles or lotter- 
ies of any kind or description will be allowed 
to operate in connection with any show. Viola- 
tion of the ordinance means a fine not exceeding 
$100 or imprisonment in the county jail for any 
term not exceeding thirty days.

presidents of the New Haven Railroad, the Maine 


Central Railroad, the Boston and Maine Rail 
road, the Central Vermont Rallway, the Centra! 
New England Railway, the Bangor and Aroos 
took Railroad and the vice-presidents of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad and the Rutland 
Railroad: 


“Your attention is called to our letter of Moy 
28 on the subject of discouraging large gather 
ings of people requiring special passenger trans- 
portation during the war, 

“The season of State and other agricultural! 
fairs is approaching, and we call your atten 
tion to the fact that they come at a time when 
the railroads will certainly be called upon by 
the Government for a maximum of passenger 
service, It will, therefore, probably be physical 
ly impossible to supply the coaches and special 
train service for the State fairs this year in 
the way they have been supplied in the past. Ip 
fact, in places there may be difficulty in main 
taining at the time regular service on aceount 
of the extraordinary call by the Government for 
passenger equipment. 

“We suggest, therefore, that you bring this 
situation to the attention of the rallroads serv 
ing State fairs in your territory and propose to 
them that they put the authorities of the State 
faire on notice that the usual special passenger 
train service will not be available this yeer.” 

The above action bas been necessitated on arc 
count of the movement of troops by the various 
railroads and possibly will affect fairs thruout 
the country.

following letter from Ruohs Pyron, sec- 
of the North Georgia Fair Association, 
Rome, Ga., and an experienced fair man of the 
Supoy South will be of interest te many sec- 
retaries: “So many suggestions have been 
made, and some gow! ones, that it seems to 
me that the ground has been very well covered. 
lleas are scarce, and especially new ones, and 
when you get one you never know if it is any 
good or not until you have tried it out under 
your own conditions. 

“If we have one department that troubles us 
more than any other it is the advertising depart- 
ment. 1 have always wanted to do about three 
times as much advertising as my board wanted. 
They, of course, were willing to advertise ex- 
tensively provided it could be done within the 
appropriation, but this has never been large 
eneugh to make any great showing. Conse- 
quently I bave bad to figure on every possible 
chance to get free publicity. This is, of course, 
preper, and I presume every other secretary 
has had the same experience. 

“Fair advertising is possibly the easiest ad- 
vertising in the world, for, as a rule, everybody 
is willing to help, provided it dees pot cost 
them anything, ami we have worked out two 
plans that have given us a great deal of pub- 
licity, and hare not cost the fair association or 
any one else anything at all. 


“The first is not new, but I do not think it 
is used as much as it coukd be to advantage. 
Early in the year we design an advertising en- 
velope to be used by the merchants in town. 
We have found it best to use only the backs of 
the envelopes and to use a design and a color 
that will compel attention, ‘loud’ enough to be 
eeen at 9 distance and plain eneuch to be read 
at a glance. This year we used a hundred 
thousand and conld have used more. By burying 
these envelopes in this quantity we can have the 
merchants’ card printed on and sell them for 
less than they wenld have to pay for any kind 
of an envelope. We hare had no trouble what 
ever in selling them, and, in fact, this year we 
had to be careful that no business house bought 
more than they would use before fair time. I 
believe we have gotten several bundred dollars’ 
worth of advertising in this way, and it has 
not cost a cent to anyone. 


“Another plan that I have used to advantage 
is to get the merchants and all advertisers in 
the daily and weekly papers, who are regular 
advertisers, to mention the fair in their ads for 
a month before fair time. Nearly every business 
house that does any business at all contracts 
for space by the year, and we aek them to men 
tien the fair in some way in their ad copy, even 
if they do not Carry anything bunt the dates, 
Many of them will give us half of their space, 
and very few of them refuse to give us some 
mention, Of course, many do net want to take 
the time to write in the copy, but In this case 
they are generally willing te have it done for 
them. Where the business people are willing to 
co-operate with the fair at all they will do this 
much, aa it is no additional expense to them, and 
it ie quite a good piece of advertising for the 


fair, as it affords a great deal of publicity and 
also leaves the impression that the town, as a 
whole, is behind the fair.’’

SHOW AT WHITE CITY 


Barnum & Bailey Show Plays to Capacity in 
Chicago—Circus Officials Are Astounded at 


Showing 


— 100,000 Persons Pass 


Thru Park Gates 


Chicago, Sept. 8.—Barnum & Bailey's Great- 
est Show on Earth smashed all records for at- 
tendance on Sunday, September 2, and Monday, 
September 3, when it played to four capacity 
houses at White City, Chicago.

Ow- 
ing to heavy rain Mr. Sajatovich did not do as 
well as usual, but was well pleased with John- 
ny’s efforts to get him the business. Mr. Chia- 
botti, Johnny's partner in the Star venture, was 
the victim recently of an unfortunate accident 
at the mine here, and will be laid up for some 
time to come. 


“In spite of unusually cool weather, with 
very little rain, most picture houses in this 
section are complaining of bad business. All 
this war stuff has upset business to some extent, 
but better business would result if a little 
more hustling were done. Don't be content to 
merely book any old picture, slap out a few 
posters and ragged photos and then sit and wait 
for the coin to roll in. Jump out and bhuetle— 
pull every possible wire that will increase re- 
ceipts a little—and you will treat yourself to 
a little surprise party. 

“The picture game is drifting into a condi- 
tion somewhat similar to certain farming dis- 
tricts in various parts of the good old U. 8. A. 
These farms were wonderful producers at first. 
Any old method of planting and cultivating 
brought big crops because the land was fresh. 
Planting the same crops year after year cause! 
these farms to become worthless. Then a few 
live ones among the farmers began to practice 
intensive farming, resulting In the farms being 
whipped back into the big money column. Now. 
that is just what a lot of you picture men must 
do to get back on the paying side of the bus- 
iness. The nevelty and freshness have worn 
off in the picture theater. New stunts must be 
planned if you would entice the jaded public 
back to the joys of the screen. Practice Inten- 
sive exhibiting. Look to your bookings more 
carefully. Watch The Billboard reviews, and 
don’t run a single picture unless it is 0. K. in 
every respect. Find out what your patrons want 
and give it to ’em. Ask them which of the 
stars they like best and give them to ‘em. 

“Here's a little stunt that will cause a swift 
and sure increase in that constantly shrinking 
pile of dimes in the box office: Take the poor- 
est day of the week—book a feature that you 
KNOW is a dandy, with a star the people Iikke— 
then grab the phone and spend the afternoon 
calling up all the women in town; tell ‘em 
briefly what you have and that owing to the 
exceptional excellence of this feature you are 
taking the trouble to personally inform all of 
your patrons about it, as, of courage, you don’t 
want a single one of them to miss something so 
especially good. Do this on the day you run 
the feature, and your cashier will have to lay 
aside her favorite novel and make a stab at 
really earning her salary. But—don't overwork 
the telephone gag. It's a hummer if you use 
it only once every couple of weeks or so when 
you really have something that you KNOW ts 
all right and that you can boost to the limit. 

“Now, get busy, and try this stunt; don't 
say, ‘thazaprettygoodstunt; haftatryltontsome- 
time.” Do it right now—today, tomorrow—and 
you'll kick yourself good and hard for not trying 
it ages ago. Wake up! Shoot a little pep into 
that poor old corpse of a theater, and you'll 
soon cease to be the chief mourner at the 
wake.””

matic interest, and aside from a few very 
beautiful exterior bight scenes falls alsolutely 
flat. Exhibitors who are asked to pay a sum in 
excess of the ordinary five-reel feature rental 
price would do well to fight shy of Polly. 

Out of eighty thousand feet of film taken it 
would seem as tho the poorest eight thousand 
feet were selected. For many months Goldwyn 
has been bragging of its wonderful fitst© re 
lease. The consensus of opinion is that it fails 
dismally to come up to the mark, and that even 
as a program picture it would not be entitled 
to any great amount of consideration, 

What circus scenes are used are quite well 
done, especially the bareback riding, thanks to the

VOICES FEELING ~*~ 
Of Oklahoma Exhibitors for the A. E.A. 


Among the recent letters received by The 
Billboard is one from A. B. Momand, of Shaw- 
nee, elected president of the’ Oklahoma Exhib- 
itors’ Association, which withdrew from the 
Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League and affill- 
ated with the American Exbibitors’ Association, 
Mr. Momand's letter voices the sentiments of 
the exhibitors of his State: 

Shawnee Ok., Sept. 6, 1917. 
Editors The Billboard, Cincinnati, 0.: 

Dear Sirs—The greatest pleasure derived from 
my perusal of your esteemed favor of the 24th 
instant was the careful studying of your decla. 
ration of principles printed on the margin of 
your letterhead. 

With reference to the American Exhibitors’ 
Association, you doubtless have, ere this, re- 
ceived official notification thru our secretary of 
the special meeting of the Oklahoma State 
League, held at the Lee Huckins Hotel, Okla- 
homa Clty, on Tuesday, August 28, at whieh 
the members voted to withdraw from the old 
league and join the newly formed American 
Exhibitors’ Assoctation. 

Diseatisfaction with the old organfzation fn 
toto, its plan of organization, which was ori¢- 
inally designed for a one-man machine. and 
maintained in that form ever since; its un- 
wieldy and cumbersome structure and, compli- 
cated system of inside politics, which renders 
the league practically nil, insofar as its useful- 


ness, to the exbibiters)is,cpncerned; is inability, 


— 


means and that further perpetuation. of it is 
likely, eventually, to prove our undoing. 

The exhibitors are now face to face with a 
condition that threatens their existence as a 
result of their playing the advance deposit 
game, apd they are justly alarmed, Not only 
has this bunco game imposed a great burden 
upon the exhibitors by taking from them con- 
siderable of their capital, but a large number 
wf exhibitors, I believe, now fully understand 
that thru the system of advance deposits the 
éxhibitor has not only permitted to be built up 
a colossal-trust that now virtually challenges 
the right of the exhfbitor to exist, but the ad- 
vance deposit system further means: 

That any ‘pirate with enough organizing abil- 
ity to form a corporation can, under this sys- 
tem, go to any star he may select and with in- 
ordinate gall and flattery tell her (or him) that 
she is now so luminous, so brilliant, it is an 
injustice to herself for her to stand in the re- 
flected. glory. of the great producer who now 
employs her, That.she should have her own 
company, bearing her own name (carry the key 
to ber ‘‘own” studio in her own stocking if she 
wants to), and thus have all the glory and ell 
the profits that her pictures will make; and ex- 
plains in detail how the exhibitors can be made 
to finance the company thru the advance de- 
posit game, with. the result that they proceed 
to gather in the exhibitors’ money in advance, 
demanding that they pay three or four times 
the price for the ‘‘star’’ that they paid when 
they obtained her in the splendid productions 
of} the old established firm. No matter if the 
Star does not get the promised profits the dam- 
nage is done, for in every case the advance de- 
posit system has resulted in exorbitant prices 
after the stars have been made popular by the 
exhibitors and old established producers. 

The multitudinous evils developed by this un- 
reasonable system renders it impossible of pat- 
renage by the exhibitor who would consider his 
future prospects. In this instance let me state 
shate dt would, be. far better for the exhibitor

to stick to the old established firm and pass up 
the. allvance deposit sharper altogether, for, 
apart from all the other evils mentioned, the 
exhibitor, when he signs the contract (inno- 
cently enongh), is placing new competition in 
the field to compete with the exchanges that 
are selling him good films at live-and-let-live 
prices, thus decreasing their available volume 
of business, while at the same time the new 
company that he is financing thru his advance 
deposit is qa positive detriment to him rather 
than a help, inasmuch as they are multiplying 
the price of his pictures three or four times 
over the price he has been paying the old es- 
tablished, reputable firm. Thus it is plainly 
shown that this new advance deposit compett!- 
tion is of absolutely no value to the exhibitor. 

This deduction is so logical that the few old 
established firms who have taken up the deposit 
scheme should abandon it at once and co-operate 
fully with the exhibitors In destroying the : 
vance deposit system altogether. Those good 
old firms who have seen their “‘stars’’ taken 
from them one by one and placed in competition 
with them ON THE EXHIBITORS’ ADVANCE 
DEPOSIT MONEY will soon find the raiding of 
their forces stopped when this wretched system 
is abolished, 

I now have before me a letter from a repre- 
sentative of one of those upstart advance de- 
posit film companies, wherein he states in cold, 
hard type: “If we did not have deposits we 
would go into bankruptcy in a short while.’* 
I consider it quite remarkable that he would 
thus frankly confess that for his firm to exist 
on merit is totally impossible: that they exist 
solely by means of the strangle hold they have 
on the throats of the exhibitors. 

The American Exhibitors’ Association is 
pledged to destroy the advance deposit bunco 
game, and this I confidently believe it will do. 
And that is only one of the progressive planks 
in its platform, It will be well for the exhib- 
itors to bear in mind that the American Ex- 
hibitors’’ Association can get quicker results if 
given solid exhibitor support. Therefore, the 
sooner they become members the better for all 
exhibitors; also the old established, reputable 
film companies which are willing to finance faeir 
own business in the future, as in the past, 
thus providing reliable films at prices we can 
afford to pay.

Shows, wired The Billboard Sunday that last 
Week (the second and last) at the Canadian 
National Exhibition at Toronto, resulted in the 
largest receipts ever knewn in earnival history. 
On the midway were thirty-one shows and rides, 
all clean and meritorious, the combined line- 
ups of the World at Home and Levitt-Taxier, 
but there were no clashes or competition, and 
the entire aggregation covered itself with high 
honors. This was probably the largest midway 
ever seen at a fair. 

On Labor Day the World at Home grossed over 
$20,000, establishing what is generally conceded 
to be a world’s record for one day's receipts for 
eartivals as well as ‘circuses. The turnstiles on 
this day registered 152,500 paid admissions, 
which exceeded last year’s total by 5,000. 

At no time was the midway anything but a 
packed mass of humanity, and many invididual 
showmen credited to their accounts, for the one 
day, receipts which would gladden many entire 
carnival companies for a whole week. One at- 
traction came within a few dollars of the $2,000 
mark, while most of them passed the $1,000 mile 
post before supper. As one showman aptly ex- 
pressed it: “These two weeks are a season's 
work.”’ 

To say that the officials of the exhibition were 
more than pleased is putting it mildly. Their 
exuberance was everywhere evident. 

As far as the Canadian fairs are concerned the 
World at Home Shows have achieved an enviable 
reputation, and Mr. Clyde has won both the re- 
spect and esteem of the public as well as the 
various Managements, 


The Canadian National Exhibition at Toronto 
is a thing of the past for this season. It was a 


midwey, and several tops were damaged by burn- 
ing ember falling on them, 

The reco ds of the World at Home shows that 
business (tru Canada this year Increased over 
the preceding year more than 30 per cent, 

Mrs. Hill was held up at the border by Cus- 
toms officials while on her way to Indiana to 
play fair dates with her ponies, dogs, mule and 
monkeys, causing her to miss her first engage- 
ment. 

At the opening of the Toronto Exhibition

Next week will find the World at Home back 
in the United States for the balance of the sea- 
son, which ends at Richmond, Va., October ¥8, 
unless something intervenes to the contrary. 

The date at London for this week was changed 
to Hamilton. ‘The Levitt-Taxier Shows are play- 
ing the former place, the World at Home's line- 
up with them being dissolved at Toronto.—DOC

Atlantic City, Sept. 7.—George Arliss is al- 
most as good a playwright as he is an actor. 
The new four-act play which he and Mary 
Hamlin collaborated in writing was produced 
last night at the Apollo Theater by Messrs. 
Klaw & Erlanger and George C. Tyler, with 
Mr. Arliss in the title role, and it proved a very 
entertaining bit of drama. 


We have had so much of the Lighter class of 
shows recently that a real play, with a historical 
foundation. is not only enlightening, but highly 
entertaining also, especially when interpreted 
bya well-selected cast, headed by such a finished 
artist as Mr. Arliss. 


* Hamilton is an enlightening portrayal of a 
very momentous period in the political career of 
Alexander Hamilton, the financial wizard of 
revolutionary days and the founder of the mone- 
tary. system of the nation. It comprelhends the 
machinations of a group of Hamilton's political 
enemies and reveals what are asserted to be the 
authentic details of a plot to encompass the 
statesman’s downfall. 


Froim every standpoint Messrs Kiaw & Erlanger 
attained perfection in their production. Cos- 
tumes, scenery and lighting effects were mag- 
nificent. There was not a false note. As for 
the acting, Mr. Arliss stood out in bold relief. 
The character of Hamilton furnished him a 
splendid opportunity, one that he realized to the 
fullest extent. His performance was exception- 
ully noteworthy, altho he showed some evidence 
of nervousness. The fact that in conjunction 
with Mrs. Hamlin he appears on the program as 
the author of Hamilton may have had something 
.o do with this. In a speech, which was in- 
sisted on by unceasing curtain calls at the end 
of the third act, Mr. Arliss manifestly blushed 
under the double responsibility of star and 
author, altho he gallantly attributed the chief 
honors to his fair collaborator. 

The whole cast was well balanced, and it is 
hard to select any one for special commendation. 

Hamilton should be sent to Boston. It would, 
undoubtedly, prove a great success there, altho 
it will probably be well received when it is pre- 
sented in New York, where it will be put on at 
the Knickerbocker in a week or two.—E. ED-

mont, Waco, Houston and Ft, Worth, Tex., and 
in a number of the Oklaboma cities, 


The unsettled condition of the picture game 
and the fact that vaudeville is steady, while 
road shows are uncertain, have prompted the 
Southland managers to adopt the vaudeville 
policy, and while many of the houses have 
three or four days of the week open in which 
to accommodate the traveling attractions, rout 
ing is not always euch that the towns can be 
played on the open dates.

Worth, plays three days of vaudeville each 
week, leaving three days open for road shows 
If a show happens to have an open date for

Mr. Niblo simply 
filed an affidavit which said that altho he was 
a director he had taken no part in the proceed- 
ings of the union, and was really not familiar 
with anything that the board of directors had 
done during the last five years. 

Mr. Greenfield did not appear at all, but Mr. 
Sapinsky filed an affidavit to the effect that Mr. 
Greenfield called at his office and said that be 
was only too glad to see the books of the union 
opened. 


Among the objections raised by Mr. Meyers 
were that the proceeding was not brought in 
good faith, but was merely brought to discover 
the names of the members of the union, and 
who bad paid their levies, so that the Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Protective Association might 
blacklist them. In response to this Mr. Sapinsky 
said that this was not the purpose at all, but 
on the contrary he was willing to have the 
referee seal the membership book, because 
he did not care to know who paid dues and 
who paid levies, but all he wanted to know was 
what were the assets and what became of them, 
and who were responsible for their disappear- 


ance. 

Justice Mitchell announced at the conciusion 
of the argument that he would take the matter 
under advisement and render a decision in a 
few days.

sideration by the Government as the moving pic- 
ture indyus‘ry has already been treated in re- 
ceiving exemption on its admissions and its free 
passes, These parks thruout America, excepting 
four or five, are not in a very good shape finan- 
cially. The parks have only from about June 
1 to August 31 to get their annual earnings. 
They must combat all kinds of weather. During 
recent years many amusement parks closed 
their gates, caused principally by the opposi- 
tion of the movies. The proposed war revenue 
tax will practically wipe them out.’’ 


Mr. Albert also pleaded for the exemption 
of the free pass tax, claiming that it would stop 
this giving of passes to orphan asylums, hos- 
pitals, schools, churches, etc., and that they 
therefore could not enjoy the pleasures of an 
outing if it were not for the passes to the main 
gates, shows and rides, given away by the parks. 
This amendment was also passed.
